loyalty pledged to Nigeria 


LAGOS (UPI) — The secessionist state 
of Biaira 
today signed an armistice 
agreement and pledged 
total 
loyalty 
to the Nigerian 
Federal 
government 
with which it fought a 2l 2 
year civil 
war. 
The agreement was reached by Gen. 
Yakubu Gowon, the Nigerian leader, 
and a five-man Biafran peace delega­ 
tion. Biafra had surrendered 
on Mon­ 
day. 
After the three hour meeting in Gowon 
Dodan barracks, the leaders of the two 
sides smiled for photographers 
and 
clapped one another on the back. 
Maj. Gen. Philip Effiong, 
who took 
control of the rebel government after 
Gen. Odumegwu Ojukwu fled the coun­ 
try Sunday, signed on behalf of Biafra. 


“ We accept the existing administra­ 
tive arrangements for running the whole 
country and pledge 
our total 
loyalty 
to the federal government,” the treaty 
said in part. 
In brief remarks after the armistice 
negotiations 
Gowon 
expressed thanks 
to the Ibo tribe leaders for their coop­ 
eration 
and 
once again pledged the 
safety and welfare of all Nigerians. 


Sir 
Louis 
Mbanefo, 
who served 
as chief justice of Biafra during its 2^ 
year secession from the Lagos govern­ 
ment, headed the team which arrived 
in the federal capital early today. 
Government 
sources 
said the Bia- 
frans received 
assurances at the out­ 
set of the talks that all Ibo tribesmen 


of the former rebel state would be treat­ 
ed humanely. 
Nigeria began 
withdrawing its vic­ 
torious 
troops from the battlefield 
Wednesday 
and 
announced it would 
accept 
selected foreign aid for starv­ 
ing Biafrans from nations who did not 
support the rebels. 
Defeated 
Biafran 
leader Col. Odu­ 
megwu Ojukwu,

Budget cuts cripple 
Hawaiian Islands hit hard 
atom energy use 


by storm ;$5 million damage 


HONOLULU 
(UPI) - Officials placed 
damages at $5 million 
today after 100 
mile-an-hour 
winds 
smashed into the 
Hawaiian Islands, destroying homes and 
military facilities. 
City crews 
expected it would take 
at least through this week to clean up the 
debris left after the hurricane-force 
winds ended Wednesday. 
Some 150 persons fled their north­ 
east Oahu homes as the winds roared 
in and were put up at Red Cross shelt­ 
ers at a high school and church. 
Fifty homes were either 
damaged 
or destroyed, 
many with roofs torn 
off, 
and six persons received minor 
injuries. Among those injured was a 10- 
year-old 
girl hit by a board when the 
roof blew off her home. 
A city spokesman described parks 
and roads blocked by fallen 
trees, 
sand and 
power lines as a “ general 
mess.” 
The winds and rains left thousands 
of homes and businesses without elec­ 
tricity 
for hours, and food stores and 
residents 
reported thousands of dol­ 
lars in frozen perishables lost. 
Castle Memorial Hospital lost its 
power and had to go on generators. The 
hospital reported 
its elevators were 
not working during the electrical fail­ 
ure. 
A spokesman 
for Schofield 
Bar­ 
racks said seven 
buildings were de­ 
stroyed and 50 received 
major dam­ 
age as the storm winds swept through 
the Army base. 


Early estimates set 
damages 
at 
more than $3 million to Schofield, but 
the spokesman 
said the loss was ex­ 
pected to go higher. 
The greatest damage at the base oc­ 
curred when the wind ripped through 
storage areas, demolishing a U.S. Army 
Hawaii Supply and Maintenance Center 
warehouse, the post exchange toylandand 
a warehouse of exchange merchandise.

Plowshare is an AEC project aimed 
at developing peaceful uses of nuclear 
energy for such projects as reclama­ 
tion of natural gas and oil, earth mov­ 
ing, harbor digging and possible con­ 
struction of an interoceanlc canal In 
Central America. 
'The Nixon Administration has ser­ 
iously crippled the Plowshare program,” 
Holifield told 600 scientists attending 
a symposium on engineering and nu­ 
clear explosives. 
He said the administration’s primary 
goal 
“is often expressed in terms of 
a balanced budget.

Strong U.S. 
for serious peace 
negotiations fails 


PARIS (UPI) — Charging that North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong have “ abus­ 
ed” the Vietnam peace conference for 
propaganda reasons, the United States 
today called on them again to begin ser­ 
ious bargaining in semisecret negotia­ 
tions. 
U.S. negotiator Philip Habib reported 
to newsmen 
after the five-hour, 
45- 
minute 
50th session of the talks, “ We 
didn’t succeed.” 
“ They continued to put forth miscon­ 
ceptions and distortions of the situation 
in Vietnam and the United States,” he 
said. “ They continued to demand uni­ 
lateral action on our part. 
“ They 
refused again our offer of re­ 
stricted sessions, and they refused again 
to discuss the treatment of prisoners of 
war.” 
Deputy chief Saigon negotiator Nguyen 


Xuan Phuong told newsmen in his turn: 
“ Nothing. There is nothing. They re­ 
fused to budge.” 
Earlier, inside the conference room, 
Habib told the other side, “ The continua­ 
tion of sterile plenary 
sessions does 
not serve the cause of a negotiated set­ 
tlement” in Vietnam. 


The deputy Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
nam negotiators 
accused the United 
States “ with one maneuver after anoth­ 
er in order to downgrade this conference 
and sabotage it.” And they repeated once 
more their demands for unconditional 
American withdrawal from Vietnam. 
“ Last week you went so far as to state 
that representations we have made here 
on behalf of the prisoners and their fam­ 
ilies are attempts on our part to down­ 
grade these meetings,” Habib said. 


“ What kind of sophistry is that? Why 
must the question of humanitarian treat­ 
ment of prisoners in accordance with 
standards almost 
universally accepted 
await an over-all settlement? Your po­ 
sition is illogical and has convinced no 
one.” 
He asked for prisoner talks without 
delay and said “ the prisoner question 
is a matter of humane treatment for 
men on both sides who pose no threat 
and who no longer have the means to de­ 
fend themselves. 


“ It is also a question 
of human 
sympathy for the families of all those 
who are missing or captured — wheth­ 
er those families are in North Vietnam, 
in South Vietnam, in the United States 
or elsewhere.” 
His pleas fell on deaf ears

Pill seriously criticized 


for feeding breast cancer

WASHINGTON UPI — A prominent 
cancer specialist warned today that thou­ 
sands of women may be feeding the growth 
of undetected breast cancer with birth 
control pills. 
“ Estrogens are to breast cancer what 
fertilizer is to a weed crop,” Dr. Roy 
Hertz testified at a Senate hearing. 
Estrogens are a prime component of 
oral contraceptives. Previous witness­ 
es said estrogens could also cause 
blood clotting in some users of “ the 
pill.” 
Another witness, Dr. Edmond Kassouf 
of Cranford, N. J., suggested in pre­ 
pared testimony that the American Med­ 
ical Association AMA might have help­ 
ed drug companies promote birth con­ 
trol pills and conceal their alleged 
dangers. 
But Dr. Robert W. Kistner of Har­ 
vard Medical School, scoffed at studies 
linking oral contraceptives with cancer. 
“ The pill is safe,” Kistner declared. 
Hertz formerly headed the reproduc­ 
tion research branch of the govern­ 
ment’s National Cancer Institute. 
He 
is now with Rockefeller University in 
New York. 
Said Hertz: 
“ We know from X-ray 
studies that breast cancer exists in 
some cases for years before it can 
be clinically detected. 
However, since 
one woman in 20 will at some time 
in her life develop breast cancer, it 
is obvious that in using the pill we 
are exposing at least this portion of 
women to a substance know to stim­ 
ulate pre-existing breast cancer in wo­ 
men.” 
The doctors testified in the second 
day of hearings before Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson’s Small Business Monopoly Sub­ 
committee. The group has heard sharp­ 
ly divided testimony about the safety 
of “ the pill.” 


Kistner, taking issue with those warn­ 
ing about dangers of the pill, said: 
“ It is safer than pregnancy but not as 
safe as continence. . .One cigarette 
is three times as dangerous to life 
as one pill.” 
Kassouf said the AMA Journal publish­ 
ed as its 
lead article Sept. 30, 1968, 
a paper concluding that “ U. S. data 
did not reveal a blood clotting or death 
risk” from birth control pills. 
“ It was written by Dr. Victor Drill 
and David Calhoun of the G. D. Searie 
Co.,” a birth control pill manufacturer, 
Kassouf said in prepared testimony. The 
Food and Drug Administration FDA con­ 
cluded later that the Drill-Calhounpaper 
was based on “ inadequate” evidence, 
Kassouf said. 
“ The physican who depended on the 
Drill-Calhoun report and stmultanious 
AMA editorial would not be aware of 
this fundamental discrepancy,” Kassouf 
said. 
“ . . . The AMA has a puzzling 
record in regard to the pill.” 
Nelson, D-Wis., previously accused 
the AMA of tailoring its editorial pol­ 
icies to please drug makers in ex­ 
change for their advertising dollars.

bureaucratic tangle is costing 
the state millions of federal 
welfare reimbursement dollars 
for 
child care centers, the 
Legislature was told today. 
In a report. Auditor General 
William 
H. 
Merrifield 
also 
disclosed it is impossible to 
pinpoint who actually pays how 
much to finance day care and 
preschool 
programs for the 
needy. 
He blamed “ overlapping re­ 
sponsibilities 
and 
confused 
lines of authority” as the chief 
reasons for the loss of funds 
and 
called 
for 
placing the 
programs under a single state 
agency for administration and 
financing. 
The 
State Departments of 
Social Welfare and Education 
currently administer the child 
care 
centers 
and preschool 
programs. 
The child center program is 
aimed at teaching children of 
actual 
or 
potential 
welfare 
recipients seeking training and 
jobs. The federal government 
reimburses almost the entire 
cost although $14 million in 
state funds is budgeted for the 
current fiscal year. 
Merrifield reported that the 
state should be reimbursed for 
85 per cent of the cost last year 
and 75 per cent this year but 
that “ maximum federal reim­ 
bursements 
have 
not 
been 
claimed.” 
“ Until 
more 
details 
are 
available, it is not possible to 
accurately state the amount, if 
any, that may be recoverable 
from 
the local government,” 
the report said. 
Assemblyman Vincent Tho­ 
mas, chairman of the Joint 
Legislative 
Audit Committee 
who made the report public, 
estimated the loss in federal 
reimbursement funds at $2.5 
million for the last fiscal year. 
He said the sum should be

He said Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and legislative leaders were 
alerted to the situation last 
September 
“ but nothing has 
been done.” 
“ It 
is just poor manage­ 
ment,” he said. “ No one has 
paid any attention to get after 
these departments.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - P r e s - 
ident 
Nixon during his first 
year 
in 
office 
has 
achieved 
tangible results in his effort to 
wind down the Vietnam war. 
But ending the conflict remains 
a difficult and uncertain labor. 
The President says he has a 
plan for ending the war. But 
that does not mean that peace 
will arrive for a certainty at 
some given moment which has 
been programmed but not yet 
disclosed. 
Administration officials, from 
the 
President on down, have 
emphasized 
that 
the 
United 
States 
will not 
abandon 
two 
fundamental principles in the 
search for a Vietnam settle­ 
ment. 
The first is that a nation has 
the right freely todeterniine its 
future—even 
to 
choose 
a 
Communist 
future—and 
that 
this 
choice 
must 
be 
made 
through free democratic ele-v 
tions without outside interfer­ 
ence and subversion. 
The second principle is that 
mutual defense pledges must be 
honored. If the United States 
defaulted on its defense com­ 
mitments 
to Vietnam or any 
other 
nation, 
administration 
officials say, it would encou­ 
rage 
potential 
aggressors to 
embark 
on 
dangerous adven­ 
tures. 
President 
Nixon’s problem

October and November, Nixon 
handled

He appealed to 
“ the silent majority“ of Ameri­ 
cans to back him up. Recent 
public opinion polls indicate 
that he is receiving increased 
support for his policies. 


What lies ahead in Nixon’s 
second year?

constant aerial reconnaissance. 
During 1969, infiltration fTom

nam dropped 60 per cent. Still, 
hank>headed U.S. officials see 
the possibility of fierce fighting 
in 1970 in the Mekong River 
Delta where about 7,000 North 
Vietnamese regulars are known 
to have infiltrated. Battles in 
the Central Highlands north of 
Saigon also could be costly to 
U.S.

Thus, barring an unpredictak- 
ble break, the Vietnam war is 
likely to remain during the 
coming year what the President 
said it was on May 14, 1969: 
“ our most difficult and urgent 
problem.’’

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Nixon programs make Senate Republicans squirm

WASHINGTON a^PI) -M ore 
than once during his first year 
in office, President Nixon made 
Senate Republicans squirm on 
vital issues where he expected 
party loyalty. 
This year they’ll be squirm ­ 
ing some m ore, on voting rights 
and presidential election re­ 
form , among other things. 
The most painful test for 
Senate Republicans in 1969 was 
Nixon’s nomination of Judge 
Clement F. Haynsworth Jr., to 
the Supreme Court. The P res­ 
ident lost on this one because 
he could not ^xact enough of 
party allegiance. 
Now these same Republicans, 
mainly 
those 
classified 
as 
liberal-m oderates, face another 
tough loyalty test involving that 
most 
delicate of political is­ 
sues, civil 
rights. 
Late last year, the House 
repudiated its own Judiciary 
Committee and approved Nix­ 
on’s proposal to totally revamp 
the 1965 voting rights act. 
The Voting Rights Act, as 
conceived 
and 
carried 
out, 
covered only seven southern 
states which the government 
found 
discrim inated 
against 
negroes. 
Nixon’s 
proposal 
would scuttle many features of 
the 1965 law and broaden the act 
to cover discrim ination in all 
50 states. 
Civil Rights advocates fear 
that broadening the act would 
severely 
dilute 
enforcement 
because of lack of personnel to 
carry it out. But they are ever 
m ore concerned over a section 
of the adm inistration bill which 
would 
require 
the 
federal 
government to prove discrim in­ 
ation. Under the 1965 act, the 
burden of proof that they are 
not barring Blacks from the 
polls 
is on the states and 
counties. 
The House decision was a 
m ajor 
political 
victory 
for 
Nixon 
and, 
in 
the view of 
congressional liberals, a major 
setback to Black voting in the 
South. 
About 800,000 Negroes have 
been registered to vote under 
the law, which provides for the 
use of federal re g istra rs where 
local procedures are held to be 
discrim inatory. 
Civil 
rights 
forces anticipate at least a 
slowdown in Negro registration 
unless the law 
is extended. 
Some 
even 
fear 
that gains 
already made could be rev­ 
ersed 
After 
a 
hurried 
strategy 
session, Senate leaders Mike 
Mansfield 
and 
Hugh 
Scott 
intercepted the house - jessed 
bill and sent it to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee with in­ 
structions to return it to the 
Senate floor for action March 1. 
That’s when Republicans will 
find them selves on the spot. 
A southern filibuster against 
supplanting the adm inistration 
proposal with a sim ple five- 
year extension of the old voting 
rights act seem s alm ost cer­ 
tain.

SAIGON — (NEA) — Right from the beginning of U.S. 
participation in this war, the official military outlook has 
been unfortunately bright. 
Some of the very first assessments of the battlefield 
situation told of an enemy who was busy digging his own 
grave—an enemy whose redoubts were depleting, whose 
logistics were failing and whose will to fight probably 
couldn’t continue in the face of enormous troop losses. 
That was nine years ago this month. 
Since then, more than $100 billion, more than 10,000 air­ 
craft, more than 140,000 friendly soldiers and more than 
one nation’s patience have been spent trying to bury the 
other side’s obstinate corpse. 
And the war of the 1960s has become the war of the 
1970s. 
The lesson of all this is most obvious: Optimism has 
been no helpful ally in Vietnam. In fact, as much as enemy 
artillery, it has served to blow holes in the world’s hope 
for peace. 
So it is, after my fourth reporting assignment here, and 
with no real end to the fighting yet in sight, I hesitate to, 
but must, echo the past. 
The military outlook here is still bright. 
Facts are facts. There can be no denying them. The way 
war progress is measured, by statistical superiority and 
territorial ownership, the Communists in Vietnam have 
been mauled. Were they anything but dedicated guerrillas, 
drawing extraordinary transfusions from the social and 
political peculiarities of the war, the probability is they 
would now be altogether dead. 
This isn’t to say they are defeated. It’s obvious they 
aren’t. They maintain 200,000 regular troops in the South 


One indicator of sign ifican t ch a n ge — territorial 
control.

(half North Vietnamese, half Viet Cong); they have another 
estimated 100,000 irregulars here, they are present one way 
or another in every village in the land; and they continue 
to kill, wound or capture at least 2,500 allied combatants 
every week. 
Still, the Reds are hurting. Seriously. And the evidence 
of their suffering and incapabilities are seen everywhere. 


Some major examples: 
• A few years ago as much as 50 per cent of South Viet­ 
nam was either in enemy hands or strongly under enemy 
influence Early last year the figure dropped to 25 por 
cent. Currently the percentage is slightly below 10. 


• In the past 12 months the Communists lost more than 
60,000 men in battle deaths and 42,000 men through de­ 
fections. This brought their nine-year war loss total to more 
than 700,000—more than six times the allied sum. 
• Even with U.S. withdrawals, the ratio of allied to 
enemy troops steadily widens. Five years ago it was about 
four to one. Last month South Vietnam increased its forces 
by 80,000 and the ratio now stands at seven to one. 
But the statistics do not tell all of the military progress 
here. Perhaps they tell only very little of it. The real evi­ 
dence of allied superiority is manifested in a more personal 
than documented way. 
Some years ago. for instance. I was routinely shot at 
while motoring on major roads at the fringes of major 
cities. But just recently I hitchhiked without incident from 
Cu Chi to Tay Ninh, 80 miles distance, through what once 
was (and still is) some of the most contested battleland in 
the war. 


Some years ago. a Viet Cong sniper took an inaccurate 
shot at me while I was sunning on the roof of my Saigon 
villa. Now I sun without shields. Saigon, even with its 
thousands of Red sympathizers, is so thoroughly pacified it 
has fewer shooting incidents than any comparably sized 
U.S. cities. 
Some years ago I took a helicopter tour of the 1st In­ 
fantry Division’s Second Brigade (near the Michelin plan­ 
tation) and counted 63 enemy kills for a day’s combat. Re­ 
cently I repeated the trip—but the area is now so secure, 
the enemy so scattered. I counted only one dead VC for 12 
hours of U.S. effort. 
And some years ago I spent my visits to the 25th Infantry 
Division in bunkers, waiting out mortar attacks. Now that 
unit camp is so quiet, even dull, many bunkers are torn 
down, sentries sleep soundly and sergeants must keep 
GIs alert by using such “ peacetime” harassments as but­ 
ton and shoeshine checks. 
To be sure, the present military situation in Vietnam is 
subject to change. Possibly abrupt. Some feel the enemy is 
actually not so much suffering as preparing for new of­ 
fensives. Some feel the enemy is not so much devastated 
as he is deliberately laying low for more opportune times. 
But just now, this day, the Communists are bleeding 
badly. 
As U.S. officials tell it. the enemy's redoubts are deple­ 
ting, their logistics are failing and their will to fight prob­ 
ably can’t continue in the face of enormous troop losses. 
In short, officials here are. uh. optimistic.

DEAR POLLY—I have used the following method for re­ 
moving paper from the walls in 12 rooms. I used a garden- 
tvpe (Ha-gallon tank) spray filled with water and pumped 
air into it as directed. Cover the floor along the base of the 
walls with several layers of newspaper. Starting at the top, 
spray a six-foot area and repeat several times, so the water 
really soaks in. Use a paint scraper to remove the paper 
but hold it flat to prevent scoring the plaster. Repeat the 
spraying as often as necessary. The newspaper will absorb 
the excess water, catch the scraps of loosened paper, then 
they can just be rolled up and discarded. Properly done, 
the paper comes off in strips.—MARGARET

Ben 
Hecht-Charles 
MacArthur 
play 
originally 
opened in October, 1928, and 
the strong language was de 
liberately saved for the end 
of the piay. It was felt that 
if it was used any sooner, a 
good portion of the audience 
would leave in shock 
Today audiences are seem­ 
ingly shockproof. You can go 
into" Broadway or off-Broad- 
way theaters and see naked 
people, rape, masturbation 
and several variations of sex 
acts, all those things which 
used to be home entertain­ 
ment. 


You can hear all the four- 
letter 
words 
used, 
many 
times to the point of ennui, 
and 
not 
too 
many 
other 
words because authors are 
either lazy or money-hungry. 
In history the decade of 
the 
1960s 
will 
be 
known, 
from an 
artistic 
point 
of 
view, as the era of freedom 
Freedom, as e v e r y o n e 
from George Washington to 
a Harlem ghetto black can 
tell you, is a wonderful thing. 
But psychologists also tell 
us that children are happiest 
when their parents are strict 
about rules. 


It is possible that film and 
theatrical producers are just 
waiting for a Big Mama to 
set down some rules? 


One doesn’t have to be 
square to be bored by the 
plethora of bare behinds and 
bare befronts being offered 
cinematographically and on 
stage. Promoters are out to 
exploit the freedom of the 
’60s with as much sex and 
violence as they can present 
without going to prison. 
There are occasional ar­ 
rests. The cast of the off- 
Broadway hit “ Che” was a r­ 
rested for, among other tidy 
little 
c h a r g e s , 
sodomy. 
Among those arrested was 
the wardrobe mistress, pre­ 
sumably for providing the 
actors’ skins.

have to. The public didn’t 
come, and it closed by it­ 
self.”

theater where “ Oh. Calcut­ 
ta,” 
the 
erotic 
revue, 
is 
playing for $25 per ticket. 
Groucho M arx said. “ I ’d 
rather go home, look in the 
mirror and save the money.” 
There was once a play-

rule 
t h a t 
stated 
“ Never take a character into 
the bathroom or the bed­ 
room.” A d m i t t e d l y , sex 
could be moved with relative 
ease into the living room. 
But it was done usually with 
taste and left much to the 
audience imagination. 
“ H air,” which had been a 
moderate hit off-Broadway. 
and closed only to reopen in 
a theater cafe, closed again 
to open on Broadway with

There is not one dram atic 
reason for them to take off 
their clothes. “ How can they 
get away with it?” everyone 
asked just a short couple 
of years ago.

Fee ordinance being 
devised by attorney 


The city attorney is complet­ 
ing work on a proposed ordin­ 
ance governing the payment of 
fees or dedication of land for 
parks and recreation to serve 
subdivisions. 
Under the new law, subdivid­ 
ers would pay the sum of $15 
to $20 per dwelling unit or a 
pro rated share of four acres 
of land per 1,000 persons. Long- 
tin will study the application of 
the ordinance 
to apartment 
construction where there is no 
subdivision and to trailer parks. 
Before final submission the 
ordinance will be referred to 
the City Parks and Recreation 
Commission for review of the 
sufficiency of the ordinance’s 
park area stipulations.

Hollywood (UPI) - “ TW is 
the whipping boy of the inteP 
lectuals,” says Hal Kan ter, pro­ 
ducer of “ Julia” and situation 
comedies “ are whipped worst 
of all and out of all propor­ 
tion.* 
Kanter defends 
television 
more articulately than most. 
“ On 
any given night on 
television there is more 
in­ 
genuity, 
creativity 
and ex­ 
pertise than in an entire sear 
son on Broadway,’ 
he said. 
“ The reason why situation 
comedies are abused is because 
everybody in the world knows 
what’s funny. But they don’t 
now that much about drama 
and deep emotion. 
“ You can accuse a man of 
being 
a 
communist 
or 
a 
coward, but don’t tell him he 
doesn’t have a sense of humor. 
“ Every American thinks he 
has a sense of humor and he 
will 
fight 
you if you 
say 
otherwise —especially if he has 
no sense of humor.” 
Kanter is an 
enormously 
humorous man himself. But the 
twinkle in his eye becomes a 
glint when the literati gives the 
back of its hand to television, 
and 
situation 
comedies 
in 
particular. 
“ When this era of television 
is evaluated in the future —say, 
a hundred years from now — 
men like Paul Henning will be 
regarded by scholars as the 
folklorists of our day,” he said. 
Henning is responsible for 
“ The 
Beverly 
Hillbillies,” 
“ Petticoat Junction” 
a n d 
“ Green Acres,” all of which are 
consistently high in the ratings. 
“ Television comedy 
shows 
started out by photographing 
radio shows,” Kanter conti­ 
nued. 
“ Then 
movie-makers 
drifted into TV. It became a 
combination of old radio guys 
and old picture guys Today’s 
crop of television producers and 
directors are the result of the 
two.” 
Kanter’s “ Julia” for NBC is 
one of the few sitcoms without 
a laugh track, another sensitive 
subject with the producer. 
“ I’ve always been against 
laugh tracks,” he said. “ If an 
audience enjoys a show I think 
in terms of three or four people 
sitting In a room, not40 million 
individuals 
“ Pm constantly assaulted by 
roars of laughter on a show 
that, as a professional, I know 
is not funny.” 
Kanter believes the half-hour 
comedy show has supplanted 
the old two-reel movie of 35 
years ago. He also foresees a 
time when the format will be 
increased to one hour. 
"O f necessity, 
television 
comedy is bland right now," 
Kanter said. “ But the advent of 
cable or pay television will 
change all that in the future. 
And I don’t think it is far away. 
“ Until then people take televi­ 
sion for granted, like indoor 
plumbing. They don’t appreci­ 
ate the miracle and the work 
and imagination that have gone 
Into television anymore than 
they do the miracle of a hot 
shower in the morning. ’ ’ 


SOUTHAMPTON, 
England 
(UPI)-Ron Ramsburg was so 
disgusted with the television 
fare offered he walked into the 
studios of Southern Television 
Co. Friday and dumped his 
television set on the floor 
Tuesday he was back at the 
studios, asking to have his set 
back.

“ I wanted to serve in some 
way-to serve my community, 
my country or my state-and I 
thought the best way to do it 
would be in law enforcement,” 
he said Wednesday. 
But after failing to reach his 
goal, he says, “ I just couldn’t 
find anything as a civilian that 
appealed to me. That means a 
lot-4 have to have something 
that satisfies me personally...” 
Pittman 
said he plans to 
make a career of the Corps. 
“ I either want to be in the 
service, or be in the communi­ 
ty,” he said. “ Obviously I can’t 
do anything for my community 
here (Stockton). So I’m going 
to try to do something for my 
country,” said the father oftwo 
baby daughters. 
Pittman said the Marines 
plan to assign him to recruiting 
duty, but “ I’d go to Vietnam 
again If they wanted me to go.”

"We

"Of course we realize that in 
every close basketball games, 
the outcome can be decided by 
one or two calls at different 
points in the game.

Joe Namath once said that 
and then challenged anybody in 
the bar to tell him he was 
wrong. 
Mention the world "b et’ or 
gambling’ 
to 
the 
average 
professional 
football player 
today and he immediately claps 
both hands over his ears, turns 
on his heels and runs, not 
walks, the other way. 
Ron Mix happens to be one of 
those exceptions. 
He doesn’t run away from 
anything. Never did in his 10 
seasons with the San Diego 
Chargers and certainly wouldn’t 
now even though he retired two 
weeks ago at the ripe old age of 
31. 
Ron Mix doesn't duck prob­ 
lems. He believes in getting 
involved and trying to help. He 
believes so strongly, in fact, 
that many of those who know 
him are urging him to move 
into public life. 
He’s not sure whether he will 
yet 
although 
he 
has 
been 
mentioned as a possible Repub­ 
lican candidate for the position 


of Secretary of State in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Mix has the kind of aware­ 
ness 
uncommon 
among 
the 
majority of pro athletes. He’s 
not afraid to talk about point 
spreads and what he thinks 
a b o u t newspapers printing 
them. 
“ Obviously,” he says, "the 
newspapers are responding to a 
public interest. That interest is 
a combination of two things. 
One is that the public wants 
some kind of gauge on how 
much stronger one team is than 
another, and, two is that it 
needs 
the 
point spread for 
gambling purposes. 
‘ Many of those who want the 
point 
spread 
for 
gambling 
purposes 
use 
it 
to gamble 
among themselves. The conse­ 
quences from such betting, of 
course, are not nearly as bad 
as 
those 
which 
flow 
from 
betting with a bookie, 
who 
usually figures in a large scale 
betting operation. 
When that is the case, there 
generally is a mob syndicate 
behind the operation and the 
money that is earned, estim at­ 
ed 
by 
reiaible 
government 
sources as $7-billion . . . that’s 


right, $7-billion . . . is used to 
finance the mob’s other forms 
of illegal activity. Now there’s 
the real danger. I have no 
strong 
moral 
feeling 
bout 
betting between individuals; I 
do have strong feelings about 
participation in an operation 
that 
benefits 
a questionable 
source and the money of which 
is used to finance other illegal 
forms of 
operation 
in our 
society.” 
Mix, 
who researched 
the 
subject of gambling bacuase he 
was asked to discuss it on a 
recent TV show with footballl 
Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle, 
says it would be easy for a pro 
football 
player 
to 
provide 
information 
to 
a 
gambler 
unwittingly. 
“ Apparently all a gambler 
needs 
is 
an 
edge. 
Some 
information about a club. How 
does 
the quarterback 
feel? 
What is his mental attitude? 
Are there any injuries? This 
information 
could 
be 
given 
unwittingly. It could be given 
by a trainer, a member on the 
taxi squad, or even the ball 
boy. 
“ When the recent story broke 
just 
before the Super Bowl 


game, I was sympathetic to 
Lennie Dawson because now 
that I understand gambling, I 
realize 
the 
main 
thing 
a 
gambler tries to do is not fix a 
game but obtain information 
which gives him an edge. I 
understand 
how 
an 
athlete, 
even a very bright one like Len 
Dawson, could give information 
that might be useful.” 


Mix 
believes 
in 
Lennie 
Dawson and the vast majority 
of football players. He knows 
everybody 
Isn’t 
lily 
white 
though. 


“ The one thing we have to 
accept, based on human exper­ 
ience, is that some humans are 
corruptible,” 
he says, “ Per- 
haps for 
the very same rea­ 
son a high school player might 
choose to go to one college 
rather than another, solely for 
the under-the table 
amount he 
gets, or the car he might re­ 
ceive, he also might have a 
price 
regarding professional 
football.”

ATLANTA (UPI) - Adolph 
Rupp, the Old Man River of 
college basketball, keeps right 
on rolling along. 
Rupp is 68, ailing and in his 
40th season of an unparalleled 
career 
as 
coach 
of

Kentucky Wildcats. 
But the 
victories keep pilineup. 
Rupp hasn’t tried to hide his 
hope that this might be the 
year he gets that fifth NCAA 
championship which has eluded 
him for more than a decade. 
That title is more pressing 
than ever now for although 
Rupp stood alone when he won 
his fourth national crown in 
1958, UCLA’s John Wooden has 
passed him by winning five in 
the past six years.

Ironically, UCLA and Wooden 
continue as Kentucky’s biggest 
roadblock. 
The top-ranked Uclans (10-0) 
and the 2nd ranked Wildcats

began. Kentucky was No. 1 for 
three weeks but slipped back 
after UCLA routed Notre Dame 
a week after the Wildcats 
edged the Irish by only two 
points. 


Rupp insists the pollsters 
were misled.

been as high as No. 7 this 
season) had had a week's rest 
when we played them; But 
UCLA 
caught them at the 
tailend of a tough five-game 
road trip.”

Rupp insisted he was happy 
to have the one-point victory. 
“ It was a viciously fought 
game,” he observed. “You’ve 
got to remember that Georgia 
had just won at Vanderbilt and 
at Auburn and then they beat 
Tennessee at home the other 
night. 
“Were were more than glad to 
beat them 
on their own court, 
by any score.” 


It might be noted here that 
although Rupp doesn’t have 
Casey at the moment, he does 
have 
two 
truly outstanding 
basketball players in G-foot-8, 
237-pound Dan Issel and 6-foot - 
4, 217-pound Mike Pratt, both 
seniors. 


Even if he doesn’t get that 
fifth NCAA title he wants so 
badly, he’ll leave behind one 
record that could stand for as 
long as colleges play basketball. 
Rupp came into this season 
with 810 victories, now has that 
total up to 822 and should be 
approaching the 900 mark if he 
does continue through the 1971- 
72 season.

By RICK DU BROW 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI)—One of 
the problems of television’s 
network programming is that 
there is such 
pressure 
on

Angeles Dodgers; Bernie Ca­ 
sey, former end for the Los 
Angeles Rams and now a poet 
and artist; 
politician 
Jesse 
Unrah; 
Vin Scully, 
veteran 


broadcaster for the Dodgers 
and a television personality in 
his own right; and actress Lee 
Grant and Shani Wallis. At first 
it seemed an odd, even crazy, 
mix for a free-swining, provoca­ 
tive program, but the guests 
jelled beautifully. 


Somehow, 
Philbin 
set 
a 
wonderfully gracious, low-key, 
mature tone for the show. 
From sports to the Black 
Panthers to politics to acting, 
the conversation proceeded with 


ease—and 
surprises as 
the 
guests went beyond the limits 
of their own careers. People 
acted alive, and there was a 
feeling of reality. It was what 
video should be.

per cent of the young people 
in this country. 
A recent poll conducted by 
Gilbert Youth R e s e a r c h 
showed that young people 
ages 14-25 endorse the exist­ 
ence of the welfare system. 
However, they agreed that 
those who are currently re­ 
ceiving welfare should be 
motivated to remove them­ 
selves from the w e l f a r e 
rolls. 
Some type of training pro­ 
grams should be established, 
according to 11 per cent of 
the respondents. 
“ People 
must 
be 
moti­ 
vated to get a job; applying 
for jobs should be a require­ 
ment for receiving welfare,” 


said a college senior from 
Lincoln, Neb. Of all those 
i n t e r v i e w e d , 33 per cent 
agreed that placement in job 
opportunities or requirement 
of application for jobs would 
be another method of lower­ 
ing the welfare rolls. 


Although the young people 
support the welfare system, 
they do not feel that the wel­ 
fare programs are effective 
at present—10 per cent feel 
that the programs are “ not 
at all effective,” while 37 
per cent say that they are 
“ not very effective.” 
Those in the 22-25 group 
are most critical of the wel­ 
fare system, with 45 per cent 
saying that it is “ not very 
effective,” which compares 
35 per cent of high school 
people who agreed. 


College s t u d e n t s were 
more critical of the welfare 


p r o g r a m than were high 
school students— 17 per cent 
of the college crowd felt that 
the programs were “ not ef­ 
fective at all.” while 7 per 
cent of the high school stu­ 
dents felt this way—40 per 
cent of the college students 
felt that it was “ not very ef­ 
fective,” which compared to 
35 per cent of high school 
people who agreed. 
The 9 per cent of those in­ 
terviewed who opposed the 
welfare s y s t e m suggested 
reasons. Of these, 37 per 
cent felt that “ the welfare 
system is unfair to those 
who work,” while 26 per cent 


said that only under “ cer­ 
tain conditions” could wel­ 
fare be r a t i o n a l i z e d ; it 
would depend on individual 
cases, such as those who 
were physically handicapped 
or ill. 
Gilbert Youth Research’s 
survey of young people is 
based on a National Prob­ 
ability sample of 3,000 young 
people ages 14-25, which is 
projectable to the e n t i r e 
youth population of the coun­ 
try.

Battle of New Orleans a useless slaughter

ended 
but 
nobody told the soldiers and 155 
years 
ago today the United 
States won a grand victory and 
Britain lost 2,000 men. 
It was the Battle of New 
Orleans. 
It 
was 
a 
useless 
military slaughter. 
American and British negotia­ 
tions had brought the war to an 
official close two weeks earlier 
at Ghent, Belgium, on Christ­ 
mas Eve, 1814, according to 
Encyclopedia Britannica Re­ 
search 
Service, 
but 
news 
spread slowly in those days. 
The first news of the peace 
treaty reached New York on 
Feb. 
11, 49 days after its 
signing and it was formally 
ratified 
on 
Feb. 
17, 
1815. 
Ratification came 40 days after 
the battle in New Orleans in 
1815. 
Gen. Andrew J a c k s o n’s 
American forces lost 8 men in 
action and 13 wounded. More 
than 2,000 British attackers 
were killed and wounded before 
retiring to their ships on the 
banks of the Mississippi. 

Jan. 8, 
1815, with the American troops 
sheltered behind a barricade of 
cotton bales near the Rodriguez 
Canal,

Highlanders, every man, six 
feet tall. The Highlanders came 
on with swinging kilts through 
the land known as Chalmette 
Plain. None of them survived. 
By 8:30 a.m. the enemy was 
defeated.

projected 
Andrew Jackson into national 
prominence and eventually into 
the Presidency.

“ There is no more clean air left in the United States.” 
That’s the grim statement of scientist working under 
federal grants from the National Science Foundation and 
the National Institute of Health. 
To make it worse, they 
say: 
“ We have no solution.” 
On the more optimistic side—and few will deny the criti­ 
cal seriousness of our environmental problems—are state­ 
ments by a number of public figures. 
Refusing to believe there is no solution, Governor Ron­ 
ald Reagan has called for “ an all-out war against the de­ 
bauching of our environment” and a new “ spirit of the 
70’s ” which will include “ greater concern for the next 
generation than for the ne<t election.” 


In Washington, California Representative Don H. Clausen 
of the First District has urged that the 70’s be made “ the 
Environmental Quality Decade” , and has called for a prompt 
upgrading of the recently enacted national environmental 
policy which, in his opinion, is only a meager beginning. 


In San Francisco the chief administrative officer of the 
six-county Bay Area Air Pollution Control District predicted 
that tighter regulation will bring back “ the same air qual­ 
ity we had in 1950” . 
The pessimistic scientists may be right that it can’t be 
done; but there is encouraging evidence that, like the poet 
Edgar Guest’s hero, there are a great many Americans 
who won’t say so ‘til they’ve tried.

Moscow shopping 


A correspondent for the Los Angeles Times - Washington 
Post Service has reported on what it is like to go grocery shop­ 
ping in Moscow, where retail distribution is a state monopoly. 
The correspondent writes: “In most Russian grocery stores, a 
customer must stand in three lines to buy food. He orders in 
the first line, pays in another line and returns to a third line 
to pick up his food.” He must go through the same procedure at 
different counters for dairy products, meat and vegetables. 


Shopping for groceries is, “One of the most wearying experi­ 
ences of everyday life in the Soviet Union . . . . ” It takes an 
hour or more to buy food for a single meal. To make matters 
worse, Soviet citizens must shop several times a week be­ 
cause of lack of home refrigeration and because products

available on store shelves one day may not be available the 
next. This is but a sample of the distribution methods in other 
lands. There is no place for career critics in such systems. 
Where the state is the nation’s sole merchant, it brooks no in­ 
terference with its way of doing business. 
What a far cry this is from the U.S. system, where there are 
hundreds of thousands of retailers from small independent 
stores to large chain store institutions, striving to please 
consumers. We have variety firms, mail order establishments, 
specialty stores, discount houses and other types of outlets 
for the distribution of luxuries and necessities too numerous to 
mention. They are products of the free choice, competitive, 
free market mechanism which is so easy to criticize, but would 
be so hard to replace. 


Go away, image 


The school board, racked recently by 
public criticism of obsolete textbook 
dispose iad act ton by one principal to 
ask par?nts to buy supplies normally 
provided by the state, has another prob­ 
lem on its hands. 
School officials would like to acquire 
the property present­ 
ly occupied by the 
Lompoc Valley Boys 
Club for use as a 
continuation school. 
The trustees are well 
aware of the fact that 
their interest in the 
former U.S. Army 
Reserve Center, will 
not be popular in the 
community. 
As one trustee put 
it privately Tuesday, first we get criti­ 
cized for our method of disposing of ob­ 
solete textbooks, now we’re being ac­ 
cused of trying to put 900 boys out of 
their organizational home. 
It should be said again that the dump­ 
ing of s irp lis textbooks in the city 
dump a couple of weeks ago wasperfact- 
ly legal. Other districts throughout the 
state have been doing the same thing 
for years. 
Nevertheless the action hits a lot of 
people the wrong way, and school trus­ 
tees aren’t happy about the public image 
that has resulted. Therefore the district 
has taken steps to make the surplus books 
available to the public. Details of the 
arrangement are yet to be completed. 


So much for that. The flap about the 
elementary school principal who asked 
parents to buy the school supplies is 
still going. Little has been said about 
the issues. The school board held an 
executive session Tuesday “on person­ 
nel,” but it is not known whether the 
talk was about that or other issues. Pre­ 
sumably it could be worked out at the ad­ 
ministrative level and that would dispose 
of that. 
The federal surplus property on Ocean 
Avenue, however, will prove to be a 
thornier issue. On the one hand the 
trustees are being given a public shel­ 
lacking for their interest in the prop­ 
erty and on t h e other they have the dis­ 
turbing feeling that unless they seek the 
building now they may be criticized later 
for not doing so. 


The whole issue will become academ­ 
ic if engineers determine that the exist­ 
ing building does not meot state - im­ 
posed building standards for classroom 
use, because the district has no money 
to build a new building. School Superin­ 
tendent Glen Wegner believes on the 
other hand that it would not take much 
money to shore up the building if it 
needs it. 
School trustees take an understandably 
serious view of their position as the keep­ 
er of public funds. They are, therefore 
haunted by the concern that if they pass 
up the chance to acquire the federal prop­ 
erty, they may have to come back some­ 
time in the future and spend public money

to build a building to house the continu­ 
ation school. 
The dilemma is especially acute be­ 
cause of their expressed view that the 
Boys Club is serving an important com­ 
munity function in providing recreation 
facilities for so many boys. 
One school administrator, however, 
feels that facilities such as service 
clubs for boys should be a function of 
the private sector of the community. 
The argument has been expressed else­ 
where that if public agencies provide 
quarters for the Boys Club, what about 
the G irls Club, or the YMCA. 
Wegner told the board Tuesday that 
although the continuation school has only 
60 students at present, the number could 
be expanded to include others who qualify. 
The life of the state - mandated con­ 
tinuation school has been uncertain. 
Some time ago efforts were made to in­ 
tegrate the students into adult evening 
classes on the theory that some of the 
good conduct of the adults would rub 
off on them. The experiment has appar­ 
ently proved a failure. Wegner now be­ 
lieves that the truant students should 
be taught in quarters off campus for a 
number of reasons 
It is unfortunate that none of the prob­ 
lems now besetting the school board has 
received adequate public dialog. Some, or 
perhaps most of the fault results from 
the failure of the public to attend school 
board meetings. 
And at this date there is not much 
time for a dialog on the acquisition of 
the federal property or on the question 
of where to hold the continuation class­ 
es. 
Maybe there are other issues, how­ 
ever, that could be aired more in public, 
but how to accomplish this, how to im­ 
prove the image that the trustees worry 
about, that is the question. It’s a two- 
way street: The public has to respond, 
otherwise the trustees will be carry­ 
ing on their dialog to an empty gallery.

Skiing, say insurance companies, is 
now the fastest growing sport. And they 
have begun offering injury coverage at 
only $8.25 per-thousand-dollar liability, 
finding that accidents are so relatively 
few. 
Several 
transat­ 
lantic airlines, 
in 
turn, are also boost­ 
ing the incentive by 
offering to carry skis 
free. For to increas­ 
ing thousands 
this 
sport 
means 
Eur­ 
ope’s Alps. 
The sport’s thrills 
are only partly 
re­ 
sponsible. The scen- 
as strong a magnet. 
Higher than the Alps, longer than the 
Himalayas, the Andes are the longest 
and greatest chain of mountains in the 
world. “Surely the gods live in the Him­ 
alayas,” Kipling’s 
Kim explained, 
“there is no place for men there.” But 
the Himalayas are not so high when you 
see them. These mountains are on a high 
plateau. Mt. Everest itself rises only 
15,000 feet above the plateau. And nothing 
compares with the Alps for sheer gran­ 
deur. 
A person must see this magnificent re- 
gio with his own eyes, just as he must 
hear a concert with his own ears. And 
the most magnificent sight of all comes 
during the few twilight moments of 
change from dawn to the full sunrise 
that the eternal mountains rise from 
their purple beds and Mother Earth holds 
a jubilee. 
The region begins at Mont Blanc, the 
top of Europe, with its white signpost 
high above the clouds, the Matterhorn’s 
soaring neighbors, and Switzerland’s 
Bernese Oberland. Then the massif tap­ 
ers to become the Bavarian - Austrian 
Tyrol. There are ski lifts nearly ev­ 
erywhere and the network of them is 
now in the midst of a wonderful building 
boom. 
In the Alpine world the winds’ velo­ 
city increases with altitude; but, in com­ 
pensation, it is steadier. This is the rule 
of the mountains. Nevertheless, disturb­ 
ances to skiers nearly always originate 
near crests. Summit temperatures, in 
turn, can be around 40 degrees below 
zero. 
On very high ski runs the weather can 
change drastically in a matter of mo. 
ments. These mountains are tempera­ 
mental and thus unpredictable. A familiar 
ski run is seldom twice the same. Sud­ 
denly a blinding snow can lock the loom­ 
ing masses into being a shrouded world 
of stone, desolation and danger. And the 
wind’s threat multiples the problem. 
Roman historianTitus Livius mentions 
avalanches during Hannibal’s trip across 
the Alps in 218 B.C. These are still 
the chief cause of mass accidents. And 
the Swiss lead the world in the study of 
this threat. The Weissfluhjok Institute 
near Davos, a skiing paradise, and the 
Federal Technical Group at the Univer­ 
sity of Zurich are the centers. 
Swiss champion skiers on certain very 
high runs sometimes trail a 30-foot-long 
red rope behind them to help rescu­ 
ers find them if they are trapped un­ 
der a sudden fall of snow, although 
trained Swiss 
army dogs can detect a 
man at a depth of 30 feet, completely 
buried. 
Some avalanches move slowly. ‘The 
snow creeps,” Alpine peasants say of 
these. Others strike furiously at incred­ 
ible speeds and in a mist like the Pa- 
cific’s unusual, chill drizzle along the 
South American seacoast. 
A wet - snow avalanche is moving 
fast at 17 miles an hour. By contrast, 
dry - snow avalanches have been clocked 
by theWeissfluhjok Institute at more 
than 200 miles an hour. One cubic met­ 
er of lightest snow weighs less than 
20 pounds. The same quantity of set­ 
tled, old snow may weight 1,800 pounds. 
Because the mixture of snow and air 
is heavier than the air that surrounds 
it, the snow cloud pushes columns of air 
ahead of itself smashing everything be­ 
fore the 
avalanche strikes and sucking 
the debris back below. 
Only the most experienced skiers actu­ 
ally used to the peculiarities of the 
Alps and in good training — not even 
the most venturesome American skiers 
newly arrived from the United States - 


have any business whatever going from 
the top heights. 
Alpine experts are agonized by the 
number of Americans, weekend skiers on 
our quite different slopes, who make 
this mistake. They view with disgust 
any bravado, and shudder at the sight of 
a show-off. They respect, instead, the 


wise visitors who leave their vanity 
behind and enjoy this glorious sport with­ 
out it. Their applause goes to those who 
know their own limitations in the Alps 
and have the brains to play it safe.

No discrimination 


During the past couple of months, the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints has been under attack, particu­ 
larly in the area of athletics, for what 
has been termed racial discrimination. 
Stanford Universi­ 
ty severed its athle­ 
tic ties with Brigham 
Young 
University, 
which is owned and 
operated by the Mor­ 
mon church. The heac 
of Stanford claimed 
that BYU was being 
dropped 
from 
all 
Stanford 
athletic 
schedules 
because 
of BYU’s racial bias 
toward Negroes 
Also, other colleges and universities 
have attempted to put pressure on BYU 
and the Mormon Church through demon­ 
strations at football games and other 
athletic contests. 
One thing, perhaps, that these universi­ 
ties and colleges are overlooking, is that 
Brigham Young University does not dis­ 
criminate against anyone. 
As a matter of fact the school’s offi­ 
cial 
catalog 
carries 
the statement: 
“Students of any race, creed, color, or 
national origin are accepted for 
ad­ 
mission to Brigham Young University 
provided they maintain ideals and stan­ 
dards in harmony with those of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints and meet the University’s aca­ 
demic requirem ents.” 
The entire basis for the religious per­ 
secution to which the Mormon Church 
and Brigham Young University are be­ 
ing subjected is the belief of the Mor­ 
mons that Negroes cannot hold the priest­ 
hood within the body of the Church.

93-Year-Old Files 


This belief, the Mormons believe, is 
not one based on racial prejudice, but 
is one based upon revelation. It has been 
a basic tenet of the Mormon Church 
since the Church was organized and es­ 
tablished in April of 1830, and has been 
changed not one whit since then. 


The Mormons also adhere strictly to 
an official Church policy that no in­ 
dividual should be deprived of the civil 
rights guaranteed him by the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States. The Church’s 
general authorities made this clear in a 
public address in October, 1963, and just 
recently reiterated their position in a 
letter sent to officials of the Church 
throughout the world. 


If one takes the time to study the his­ 
tory of the Mormons, he readily can see 
that, as a church and a people, the 
Mormons, better than many in this 
country, understand what it means tode- 
be deprived of civil rights. For 
in 
the early days of the Church, the Mor­ 
mons were twice driven from their homes 
by mobs. Some of their leaders were 
killed and imprisoned, including Joseph 
Smith and his brother, Hyrum, the first 
leaders of the Church. 


Not one cent in reparations was ever 
paid the members of the Church who lost 
all they owned both in Missouri and in 
Illinois. 
It was only when the Mormons were 
settled in Utah that they were able to 
enjoy their full civil rights as guar­ 
anteed to them by the Constitution. 
And believe me, the Mormons take a 
back seat to no one when it comes to 
fighting for civil rights for all men, re­ 
gardless of race, color or creed.
